There 
lias beer, move or less ol u recurrence ol 
the heart trouble, but tlio exact degree 
anil the extent ot it uiin not bo learned 
aL this hour. 
It is, 
however, com- 


plicated 
by a 
severe 
and 
danger- 


ous au'ectloii of tho ImiKs, and the greatest 
alarm prevails among General Sheridan's 
physicians and family. 
They were all 


hastily summoned, ana are now at Ms bed- 
side keenly apprehensive of what may fol- 
low. 
The use of oxygon, which had been 


discontinued, hus been resumed. 


Tho first, symptoms of tho present attack 


wore noticed about 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, whcu tlio Cieneral was seized 
with a spall of coughing. 
It was not 


thought at lirst that this cough was 
of 
such 
a .dangerous 
character as 


subsequent 
events 
proved 
to 1)0 the 


case. 
As time went on this coughing 


increased in frequency and vigor, and 
grave alarm began to be felt among tlio 
household. About 10 o'clock the General 
was scizuA with a severe retching cough 
which lilloil all within tho house with tho 
gloomiest forebodings. 
This pulmonary 


affection brought another fainV.iess of the 
heart's action, and the pulse grew weaker 
and weaker. 
llrs. Sheridan and the physicians, who 


had boon called to the sick-room, sprang to 
the 
General'.-! 
bedside, 
aucl 
every 


thing 
that 
was 
possible 
to 
bo 


done 
was 
immediately 
undertaken. 


Digitalis was 
administered to counter- 


act the feebleness of the heart, and a cab, 
which lias been constantly kept in waiting 
every night for use in case ol' an emor- 
goncy, was dispatched for Mr. Moxlcy, a 
local merchant, who manufactures oxygen 
gas, 
and has supplied the gas used hereto- 


fore \vhen the sink man was at liis worst. 


Meanwhile the General's condition grew 


worse, and notwithstanding all that was 
done t.lie attack stubbornly refused to yield 
to treuifiienl.. The oxygon gas arrived 
shortly before 10:30 
o'clock, and Mr. Mox- 


lcy was hurriedly shown into- the sick- 
room, 
where 
General 
Sheridan 
lay 


breathing heavily, in imminent danger ot 
suffocation. A ;ct of 
gas was thrown 


into !iis mouth, and ho was allowed 
to inluilo it for a Tow seconds. The gas 
made him. flighty and irrational. It was 
then Jibcontiiiuoj and other remedies ap- 
plied, on';;.- to g-ivo way at frequent inter- 
vals to a i-cncwa! of the oxygen treatment. 
For some time the General appeared to bo 
very much like n drowning man, and It 
was feared that the end had come. 


Bv exiraordinury exertions, however, 


tho'patieut was rallied again, and at 12:80 
o'clock ho IniJ improved to some extent. 
His breathing was still labored and heavy, 
and not a person in the room left his bed- 
side. 


Colonel Kellogg came out of tho house 


for n minute to send tho cabman off. His 
face v.-as solemn and sad, as if apprehen- 
sive 01" the worst, and in response to an in- 
quiry ho merely said: "Thobulletin will 
bo out .soon.1' and hurried back into tho 
house. 
The most intense anxiety pervaded tno 


entire household, and there was again an 
aU-pcvviuViii!; uir of tonsc, nervous fear 
which Hast characterized the attendants an 
tho house whoaevoi- General Sheridan has 
been, at his worst. 


Oao of the General's aides came out about 


1 o'clock and handed the following bulletin 
to the group of reporters:

SherMan -vvtis suddenly threatened ivl-.tt suHo- 
citlon (rom pulmonary effusion nnil lor a whllo 
was in Imminent porll.

The aide said lie know nothing ayich 


beyond what was in tlio bulletin, but his 
manner showed plainer than words could 
tell tho anxiety and alarm he felt. To on 
Inquiry as to whether Mrs. Sheridan and 
the otiieraduM members of tho family-were 
at the General's bedside, ho said: "Yes; 
every body's there." 


Mrs. Sheridan on Tuesday afternoon sent 


to Senator Manderson tho thanks of Ge»- 
cral Sheridan for the good news that tho 
hill reviving the grade of General had 
passed the Senate. 


The same bill has been discussed by tho 


House committee, of whieb. Townshond is 
chairman. That committee is decidedly op- 
posed, almost unanimously, and it is almost 
certain tha bill will not pass the House. 
Ko more Generals ov Lioutcnant-Generals 
will bo created except in very rare cases. 
Sheridan's successor would probably not bo 
made either ono or the other, but would re- 
main Major-General commanding tho army. 
The feeling in tlio committee is tbutwhilo 
tho President could make his choice if 
Sheridan should die, Scbofield, the senior 
Major-Gcncral, would succoedjiim.

The vcr.tments worn by Iho .Roman Cath- 


olic clergy in the celebration of tlio sacred 
rites ol' that church arc many, und each 
garment has a special anil spiritual moan- 
ing. The vestments worn hero iu America 
to-day, says tlic Now York Eventna Sun, aro 
j'jsJ the same in shape, form and number as 
those used iii the churches of the Easl^- 
Asia Minor, Armenia sr.il Koordistar,, etc. 


Tho cassock is a blade rolic j-cachiiiK to the 


ground, and is a:i emblem of the seamless 
javmen; won; by Christ. I'- is generally of 
ilaclc material. The Bishop's cassock, is ol 
purple, the Cardinal's red, r.nd tho Pope's 
while. In Catholic countries il is pubjcly 
•worn, but in this country it is genomlly dis- 
pensed with in the streets, except by the 
Christian brothers. 
The bcreltn i» Uie 


three-cornered cap worn by the clergy at 
almost all tho sacred services except tho 
celebration of mass. The color is always 
black, except In tho case of Cardinals, who 
wear a red bci'C'.ta. The surplice is a white 
cai-raent coming down only to the hips. It 
is used by acolytes, those i:i minor orders, 
and by the clergy themselves when engaged 
in the ordinary services of the cluirch, the 
mass always cxcented. 
Wiiec priest orBishop is about to celebrate 


,he mass ho first washes his fingers and 
then takes up the amice, a piece o£ whito 
linen about a half yard square, and places it 
•ver his shoulders. 


It recalls the cloth with which tho Jews 


covered the head oC tho Saviour or. tho 
niffht before Ho suffered, saying: "Proph- 
esy unto ua, 0 Christ, who is ho that ntruck 
Thee?" Tho alb is a Iocs garment of whito 
linen reaching to the ground. It signifies 
tho spotless purity ot soul which the cele- 
brant should carry to tho altar, and it also 
recalls the nocking garment with which 
Kin" Herod clothed the Saviour when ho 
,ent him hick to Pilate. The alb is fastened 
withagirdio or cincture, which represents 
the, ono worn by Christ, who, alter the Jew- 
ish fashion of the time, hound His clothes 
with a-irirdlc. Xue cincture is also an em- 
blem of tho reps with which the Saviour was 
bound to the piilar and scourged. 


The maniple, which is of tho same texture 


as tho chasuble or outer garment, is worn 
on the left arm. In the oariy ajrcs of tho 
church and ic the warm, countries of tlio 
East the priests carried :•- HtUo cloth on the 
loft arm as a handkerchief, and at length 
becamo.from custom part of Ihc sacred vest- 
ments. When a Bishop is celebrating mass 
ho removes the maaipie from the arm just 
before tho offertory, or the principal por- 
tion of the sacrifice. The stole, which is tho 
next garment put on when vcstinK Ior tho 
celebration of the mass, is a Ions and nar- 
row band, enlarged at cither end. It is 
placed on the neck, crossed over tho breast, 
and fastened by the girdle. Bishops do not 
cross tho stole. It is a sign of spiritual 
power and authority, and for that reason a 
priest never administers one of tho sacra- 
ments without the stole, and the Bishop, 
when administering- holy orders, places it 
on tho neck of the postulant as a badge ol 
spiriual authority. 


Tho chasub'.e is the last or outer garment. 


Put over tho head it hangs down before and 
behind. On the back is the figure of a cross 
to remind the people of the cross of Cal- 
vary, and in front is a symbol of tho piilar 
to which Christ was bound and scourged. 
It represents tho purple robe of derision 
with which tho Roman soldiers clothed 
Christ. 


Tho garments and ornaments worn by 


Bishops aro more numerous than those used 
by priests. Tho sandals which wero worn 
in olden times have been dispensed with. 
A vail is placed on the knees coming up to 
tho breast, the purpose of which is that the 
Bishop may place his hands upon it so as 
not to soil tlio vestment. Ho wears a cross 
on his breast—the pectoral cross—hanging 
from his neck. Incased in tho cross aro al- 
ways some sacred relics. In putting it on 
or taking i: off he always kisses it to show

ent times of tho year are five in number- 
white, black, red, green and violet. While 
is used on all joyous festivals, the great 
feasts of tho Redeemer, tho Virgin Mary 
and tho eminent confessors of the church. 
Black is tho color of death and at funerals 
and masses for tho dead, and on good Fri- 
day it is the color used. In case of a child 
v/ao dies before the age ol committing sin, 
and when n mass is said for it, white is tho 
color worn.

It is symbolic of the 
green which covers the earth, and tho vari- 
ous plants, herbs, etc.. that are tho nour- 
ishing principle of. all life as the Ho'.y Ghost 
Is tho prineiplo of all our good thoughts and 
actions and gives everlasting and perpetual 
youth to tho church. Violet is thopenitec- 
tial color, being nearest tlio color of ashes, 
and in used during Lent and Advent.

EDISON'S PHONOGRAPH, 


j\u Invention Thiit Otitrnnlc1; All Otlicr 


Uiscovoriufl of Our Age. 


1 Edison tho Wizard " announces that his' 


phonograph has reached a stato of perfec- 
tion which justifies him in announcing: that 
it can now bo put into practical operation 
and bocorr.o part and parcel of our daily 
routine. 


Those who remember tho early days o£ 


tho phonograph, and recall how it was 
looked upon as" a wonderful toy—but only a 
toy—will be surprised to see what this 
wonderful man, Edison, has now accomp- 
lished, says tho New York Graphic. 


It is now possible to dictate a leUer or a 


speech into tho funnel that carries tho 
sound to tho sensitive diaphragm of tho 
machine, and hnvo tho same words repro- 
duced, months afterwards with tho same 
tono and tho samo inllccUon as tho day they 
wero spoken.

TVo avo awaro that this same assertion 


•was made when Edison made hia flrst ma- 
chine, but then it was only ia theory. Noiv 
it lias beou practically demonstrated. In 
the early machines a layer of tinfoil 
wrapped around a cylinder received the im- 
pression of tho point of a nocdlc, which was 
attached to the iunci? face of the diaphragm, 
and which vibrated with every sound wavo 
that was thrown against, its outer surface. 
"While tho sound was being received tho 
cylinder was slowly turned by hand, and 
tho saoet oi tinfoil when talccu from tho 
cylinder was found to bo traced ir. spiral 
lines, where tho point o~ the needle had im- 
pinged. It was fouud tbat tho foil would 
uot retain tho impression. The theory that 
it could be transmitted to a distance, fitted 
to another phonograph ;md '.he sound there 
•reproduced did not hold good, and after 
long experimentation 2U>. Edison substi- 
sutod a sheet of wax for the sheet of foil, 
secured a steady, uniform turning of the 
ovlindor by tho use of an electric motor in- 
stead of liaad power, and to-ilay believes 
that ho has perfected one of the most won- 
derful inventions the world has eve" known. 


The phonograph has possibilities so limit- 


less that it makes one dizzy to try and study 
them out. Wo ought to bo proud that aa 
American has given to tho world somethic, 
that outranks tho discovery of the possibili- 
ties ol steam, and stands side by side with

The snip Bomitv. Deimabcr '-0,1737, sailed 


from Spitbc'-i-J, Eug., bound for tho Souta 
Sea.' To many of the present generation, 
says tho Sew Yorlc Pros, tho story of tho 
mutiny that follov.-cd is a vague tradition;- 
and that the lineal descendants ol tho muti- 
ccers arc now living, entirely by themselves,' 
on an island in tho Pacific ocoan very few 
have anv knowledge. Tho island is known 
as Pitca-m's Island. The ship was under a 
commission I'roro the British Admiralty to 
visit the Society and other islands and col- 
lect a number of bread-fruit plants, which 
were then to be taken to certain of tho 
British West Indies for the purpose oE 
stocking those Islands. The vessel started 
on her homeward voyage with Lieutenant 
Bligh in command. He \v»3 of au unusually 
overbearing and insulting disposition. Ho 
accused Fletcher Christian, tho mate, o£ 
having stolen some cocoanuts which ho 
had bought at Otafccitc, one of tho islands 
they had visited. Christian determined to 
get away Iroa tho ship, and was in-formed 
by tho boatswain that the crew wero ready 
to mutiny. He surprised the Captain In his 
berth, made a prisoner of him, and took 
possession of tho ship. Tlio captain and 
eighteen of his officers and men wero then, 
set adrift ir. an open boat. 


CliMtian, with tho twenty-four others 


who had remained iu tho ship, steered for 
tho Society Islands, and sixteen of. them 
finally decided to remain at Otaheite, while. 
Christian and tho rest, taking with them 
' twelve-Othalieitcan women andBOvcn men, 
set sail in tho ship for anyplace thatchanco 
might take them. 


Nothing \vas heard of Christian and those 


who had gone on the Bounty for twenty 
years. At the end of that time an American 
ship, happening to touch at Pitcaim'3 
Island, found there an Englishman called 
Alexander Smith (this naino was afterward 
changed to John Adams), who said ho was 
tho sole survivor of those who had sailed on 
the Bounty. 


Christian, thinking tho island a place 


where thero would be little chance of their 
being discovered, had landed thero and 
burned tho ship. Things went smoothly 
for two years, when one of tho men, bavinc; 
lost his wife, insisted on taking ono of tho 
Otaheitean men's. Tho Otaheitcans rebelled 
and killed three of tho whites. The rest of 
tho whites, with tho aid of the women, than, 
killed all tho Otaticitean men. Only lour 
men were now left on the island. Ono of 
those succeeded in raaldns; an intoxicating 
liquor aud drack himself to death, another 
one was executed by his companions, and a

Four o'clock in tho after- 
noon was the time fixed for the departuro 
if the mail. At ilvo minutes before that 
hour the rider mado his appearance. Ho 
was lightly clad, wore EnKlishtop boots and 
eharp spurs. A saddle of very light weipht 
was placed on his horse, it being provided 
with two sharp hooks in the cantlo upoa 
•which to hang the baj. Bit, reins and 
every thing were made as light as possible, 
kolliday being firmly of the opinion, gener-. 
ally held in racing circles, that the weight 
of a stable key would win or lose a race. 


"At 3.00 the.mail agent appeared at tha 


door with the httlo mail-bag in his hand. 
Tlio rider mounted and the bag was fastened 
to tho saddle. The moment tte clock struck 
tlio key was turned In the lock, and after 
that there was not money enough in Vir- 
ginia City to get a letter in that bag. 


"Away tho horseman went a: full gallop, 


dropping into a sharp trot when he struck 
the steep up-grade half a mile from the city, 
and breaking into a gallop as soon as he 
reached the top, which was not interrupted 
for ten miles. .At the end of tho first staco 
bis remount was ready, an attendant trans- 
ferred the bag from one horse to another, 
and after a delay of less than ten seconds 
the mail was again under way.

GRAVES IN ALGIERS. 


Graphic Description of tbo Burial of • 


tlttlo Child. 


Arab women patronize the conveyances, 


and on Friday they go in crowds toBelcpur, 
where there is a cemetery and a neatlittla 
khouba frequented by the fan: sez only on 
that day, writes F. A. Bridgman, in Ea.r- 
prr's Zingalnt. A column in the center ol 
tho court supports trellissa of grape-vine. 
Tombstones of marble and slate are numer- 
ous in the court as well as out in the ceme- 
tery. At the head of each tomb is a slab ol 
marble with ono or two round holes in 
which flower-pots aro set, or cups placed 
thero that the birds may drink from them; 
tho natives believe that these birds after- 
wards fly to Heaven with a erecting from 
tho soul reposing beneath. 


Tho keeper of tnis khouba was old and 


blind; ho passed his time in sweepin; tha 
carpets and matting, then resting and sing- 
ing to himself. Ho would uss bis handker- 
chief to dust the sacred tomb, wash, it, and 
then dry i: in the sun, holding it until it 
was dry. To satisfy mv curiosity I sent a 
a child to translate for me-and aslc if na 
•was happy, or what lie could desire. Ha 
shook his head: " No, I want nothing; ;i am 
never timvye, and I am quite happy." 
One day I witnessed hero the burial of a 


oiiid The young boy was laid in the grava 
wrapped io a yard or two of white cotton; a 
smaller hole was dug at the bottom of tho 
grave, and served as a coffin, being covered, 
•with flat slabs o£ stoto to prevent the earth 
from falling directly on the body. Twenty 
or thirty men stood round in silence, tha 
earth was hastily replaced and temporary 
stones were placed at the head and feet; 
tho cushions and pieces of embroidery ia 
which tho body lay on the donkey -which 
boro it to tho final resting-place wero put 
Back on tho animal, and tho procession 
moved silently away. The women and girls 
always como afterward to weep on _ tho 
gravo and place flowers, and especially 
branches of myrtle. They often spend tho 
greater part of three days round a new 
grave, sitting oa matting and carpets.

MEN OF MEMORIES. 


Conductors -VtTio C»n Tell the > 


Every Car on a Train. 


As an illustration of how the memory- 


may bo cultivated in retaining a long list of 
numbers, said a railroad man to a St. Louis 
Gldbt-Semocmt reporter, one has only to 
observe the freight conductors, and very 
often remarkablo examples of retentive 
memories will bo found. 


I have been on the road as a freight con- 


ductor for fourteen years, and in that timo 
my memory has had a careful training in 
tho particular lice of retaining tlie number* 
on tho cars. I start out on a run and know 
tho numbers of all the cars with which, 
tto train is made -up, nnd while somo 
cars will bo left at stations along tho road, 
and other cars will bo taken up, yot at tho 
end of our run if an officer askslao -whether 
I havo a car number so-and-so, I can in- 
variably tell him without referring to my 
book. 


Now, 
when it is remembered that tha 


train may bo made up of forty cars, nnd 
that tho numbers run all tho way from tho 
hundreds to tho twenty-five and 
<• thirty 


thousands, and that a dozen cars may bu 
taken off and another dozen taken on along 
tho road, my statement undoubtedly seems 
Incrediblo to those not familiarly acquainted 
with this particular department of railroad- 
ing. But it is a fact nevertheless, and I 
have known quite a number of jfreight con- 
ductors who have memories of equal ro- 
tontivoaess. 


Noting tho numbers on. the cars daily lor 


years a conductor becomes so familiar with 
the worlc that his memory holds these largo 
numbers with but little difficulty. 
Tho 


stj'Io and peculiar finish of the cars from 
different roads are also learned, and a. con- 
ductor at a glance can tell the road to which 
a car belongs a far as he can sec it
